Of the Velocity with which Sounds are F 
propagated. 

AX L founds, whether great or {mall, 
are propagated with the fame de- 

ee of velocity, which may be prov’d 
By feveral experiments. Let everal 
forts of pieces be difcharg’d at a dif- 
tance, and by means of a good pendu- 
lum clock, the found of the {malle& 
will be found to move with the fame 
velocity as the greatelt. The fame may 
be faid of aring of bells, whofe founds 
are heard at a diftance exaétly in the 
fame order as they are rung. hereas 
if the found of the great bell mov'd 
fafter than ihe little ome, they wou'd ke 
heard in an inverted order : we find alfo 
that ecchoes refleét a {mall found in the 
fame time they do a greater. “What we 
have prov’d ‘by experiinents thay; ‘in 
ome meafure, be conceiv’d'¢onfonane

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to reafon, by confidering that fince, in 
this cafe, there is no progreflive motion 


requir’d, there is no reafon why the 
ftrongeft vibrations fhould perform theif 
pulfes with the greater velocity. Heneéit 
wiil follow that the motionof all founds 
is uniform, 7. ¢. at leaft they move a6. 
fait at laft as at firft, which is alfo con« 
firm’d by experiments: If sa perfor. 
hears a gum let off, firft at ‘two milés. 
diftance from him, then at one} in the, 
latter cafe the found will move juft twice 
as foon to him as in the former. “To 
this fome objeét, that if the velicily of 
founds is as preat et laft as at firft, the 

Ought to move on ad infinitum.” Bur’tis 
aniwer’d we mult diftinguifh between 
the velacity and momentum of founds: 
though a found moves with the fame 
velocity at Jaft.as at firft, yet it does not, 
move with the fame momentum for that 
quantity of motion which ‘was. ae firlt 
communicated to a globe of air! of 
very {mall radius, is prefently commu- 
nicated to feveral {pheres of air, whofe 
radii continually encreafe till at latat 
comes to be apply'd to a quantity ofair 
fo great as not to-be put out-of its place 
by it. This diffafion of found froma 
fonorous body, is analogous to the ra- 
diation of ‘light from its cemer. The 
velocity of founds is to be determin’d 
by experiments: let a gun be fired off in 
a dark night from an eminence, and let 
a ee at any determinate diffance 
obferve how lorg the flafh precedes the 
found. It may alio'be done by the mo- 
tion of echoes, obferving how Jong 
the repetition is heard after the found: 
half that time will be the velocicy. with 
which the found mov’dto the reflecting 
body. From feveral experiments of this 
kind it appears that the motion, 7. ¢. the 
mean mozion, of found in our latitude is 
1100 feet in a fecond of time. In high 
winds, founds, moving with the fame 
velocity, ar¢ heard contiderably louder 
than at other times ; whence fome think 
that the winds contribute much to their 

velocities. To their momentum they do 


G indeed contribute fomething, but to 


their velocity little. : They increafethe 
momentum of founds, by ‘caufing the 
contractions and dilatations to be - 
form’d with greater force; but we have 

rov'd that the momentum of founds 

as no effect upon the velocity, fo 
as to encreafe or diminifh it.

we mean, that’ winds do not caufe the A 


contraétions or dilatation of the medi- 
tim, to be perform’d quicker than at o- 
ther times, only as they occafion the 
denfity, and conlequently the elafticity 
of the air to be increafed. "Tis true in- 
deed when winds ftand fair, found 
arrives (a3 Dérbam obferves) fooner to 
any particular place, and Jater when B 
Contrary; but this is not occafion’d by 
any contractions or dilatations of the air, 
Being perform'd quicker Jecunds vento, 
and flower in adver/o, but by the ¢con- 
tracted . and dilated mediums being 
mov'd towards you in the former cafe, 
and from you in the latter. From what 
we have faid concerning the origin, and 
direct — of founds, it will not 
be difficult to explain the augmentati- 
on, and reflection of founds.

found growing weak, is; becaufe irdi- 
Jates it {elf in ail manner of directions.

A tone, or mufical ‘note, is'caus’d 
when the founding body vibrates uni- 
formly;a noife,or common found,is oc- 
cafion’d when fome parts of the body 
vibrate fafter than others; a bell itelf, 
wereit not of an uniform thicknefs, 
wou'd not found mufically, but con- 
fufedly. Grave and acute founds dif- 
fer only in their ‘vibrations; when the 
fonorous body vibrates quick,it gives an 
acute found, when flow, a grave or duil 
one; thus two ftrings of equal length, 
but,different tenfions,will give different 
founds, the tighteft founding an acute, 
the flackeft a grave. 

Sympathy of mufic is that power 
which one body has when ftruck, of 
making another body, (that isan unifon 
to it) found. Two bodies are {aid to-be 
in unifon, where they perform their vi- 
brations at the fame time, i. ¢. have one 
and the fame tone: thus if the 3d or 4th

He puts me .in mind of a nice gentie- 
man, now dead, who, when Lady 7, 
was to return thanks in the church,eafter 
childbirth, thought it too familiar, and 
even bordering upon rudenefs, to fay, 
O Lord fave this Woman thy fervant, and 
therefore he altered it to O Lord fave 
this Lady thy fervant, and inftructed the 
clerk to seuty Who putteth ber Ladyfbip’s 
trufi in thee: bit to the point; That 
paper in the Speffator was not written 
by fo great a judge of language as to 
induce one greatly to regard it; onthe

Neither is it taken from an oldet tran- 
flation in ufe in queen E/izateth’s time, 
where the addre(s is in like manner ex- 
preffed in both thofe texts. Nor, laftly, 
1s it copied from archbifhop Cranmer’s 
bible, where again you wili find it re- 
prefented no otherwife. From whence 
one may reafonably cong¢lude, that the 
uje of which for who in this cafe, cannot 
but be true Ezg/i/b, thefe feveral tran- 
flations being made by different authors, 
and who all of them, as mutt be prefu- 
med, had a competent knowledge o 
our language. 

I obferve next, that in this very fer- 
vice of ours, which is in other places 
uled for who ; as inthat cafe cited by the 
SpecFator, Spare thou them O God which 
confe/s their faults; and this other in 
the vifitation of the fick, O Lord fave 
thy fervant which putteth bis trufi’ in 
thee.

Mr Uréax, Here are no Jefs than nine 
paflages produced from our liturgy, 
wherein the word which is applied to 
perfons, and occurs for who, and may: 
hot one july wonder how any one 
pretending to be fo nice and delicate, 
as the gentleman abovemention’d, coud 
poflibly overlook them? There are 
probably other places of the {ame kind, 
but thefe he reads often, and ‘tis really 
a matter of furprize, that ail of them 
fhould always have efcaped his notice, 
particularly that they fhould have done 
fo, fince he has entertained his fcruple 
about the juftnefs and purity of fuch 
expreffions. 

A third argument for the purity of 
this word in this acceptation, Ot dediog 
from the Latin relative gui, which is 
applied both to perfons and things, jutt 
as our which is, and as i/ quale and fe 
guel are in the Italian and French. 

But what prevails moft with me is, 
that I have obferved our antient authors 
ufing which, of perfons, as well as 
things. I will here cite a few examples 
from fome of our oldeft writers.

And ‘hence,’ as 
I conjeéture, arofe the expreflion the 
which ; for this, when it 1s ufed of a 
perfon, a3} fuppofe it is fometimes, 
manifeftiy is demonftrative, and re- 
quires a fupply of the preceding proper 
namé, whatever it be; and in that cafe 
again you cannot change which for whe, 
for we never fay the who, The whichis 
unquéftionably good Englijh, as might 
be eafily fhewn, were it needful, and 
yét fome people have been willing to 
except againit it, and, in particular, I 
remember to have feen it fomewhere 
objected, as obfolete and incorre¢t, to 
Mr Tindall the tranflator of Rapin. 
But there are other cafes, where, as it 
fhould feem, who or whom cannot well 
be put fer which, as 2 Kings ix.

Y landlord’s name was Arthar: In 

Fune 1739, he let me a houfe anda 
piece of ground adjoining to it, for 58 years, 
at 5o/. per Ann. tent, to commence the Mi- 
chaclmas following, at which time I was to 
be put into pofieffion of the houfe and all the 
appurtenances belonging to the premiles ; 
which appurtenances I had covenanted to 
se-deliver at the expiration of the leafe. Be- 
fore pofieffion was delivered the appurtepan- 
ces were removed, and carried away by my 
Jandlord, upon which a quarrel enfued, and 
Teft the houfe gn his hands,—-—The houfe 
was occupied by two merchants until the 
year 1745, and they paid to my landlord all 
rent forthe time that they lived there. The 
houfe lay empty until the year 1747, at 
which time my landlord fent me a meilage, 
that he would fpend 10,000/, or ruin me. 
In the Michaelmas term, 1747, he had me 
arrefted for 125/, pretended to be due for two 
years and fix months rent, from March 1745, 
to Michaclnas 1747. Temployed an attor- 
ney, and he informed me that as my landlord 
took away the appurtenances belonging te 
the premifes, after they had been demifed by 
the leafe, that it was an eviction in law, and 
that my plea to the action muft be, that I 
owed my landlord no rent, that I had been 
evicted by him: He then told me it was in- 
cumbent on me to prove the eviétion, be- 
caufe by my pleaI confefied to have been his 
tenant; and the court of lsing’s bench was 
moved by counfel for leave te plead double ; 
atter that it was moved to put off the trial 
until the following term, te enable. me to 
bring witnefles to prove my plea of evition, 
and the court was moved a third time to 
make the Jaft rule abfolute on payment of 
cofts; and all this was done at a little more 
than 20/, expence to me, 

In Hillary term 3747, my attorney told me, 
that my Iendlord had filed a bill in chancery 
again me fora difcovery of the leafe, and he 
brought me an cfice copy of the bill. I per- 
eeived that the bill required that I fhould in- 
tpeét a parchment left in the hends of my 
Jandlord’s clerk in court, before § put in my 
anfwer, and that I fhould deciare whether that 
parchment was not a ‘true counterpart of the 
leafe Ihad from my landlord. I remonftra- 
ted to my attorney, that by my plea I con- 
feffed I had a Jeafe, and that the law did not 
oblige my landlord to bring witnefies to prove 
2 negative. My arguments went for nothing, 
my attorney told me I muft anfwer the bill, 
and I went with h'm, and viewed the parch- 
ment. My attorney perceived that I exa- 
mined the parchment with great furprize, and 
he very eagerly defired to know the caufe of 
it: IT told him I would inform him at my 
boufe, and brought him home with me to 
take inftructions for my anfwer ; and I there 
acquainted him, that, to my knowledge, I 
never wrote my name as it appeared on that 
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parchment ; my Chriftian name being on 
one fide of the feal, and my furname on the 
other; that my manner of writing was, to 
write my names without taking off the pen. 
—That George Mere, a notary public, drew 


A the leafes between my landlord and me, and 


that he was a fubfcribing witnefs, that after 
the execution of the leafes there was an er- 
ror difcovered to my prejudice, fifty years 
being inferted in the leates inftead of fifty- 
eight years, which I had agreed for, that the 
right of that renewal might be left in my fa- 
mily, that the miftake had been rectified, and 
that it was certified on the back of the leafes,

parchment ; therefore I could not fay that 
I believed it to be a true counterpart of the 
leafe I had from my landlord. I told him

ought not to anfwef the bill, becaufe my 
landlord had not charged that his witnefles 
were dead or beyond fea, and that I fhould 
join a demurrer to my anfwer. I enquired 
about the expence of it, and I acquiefced, 
My attorney told me that it would be re- 
quifite to petition for a month’s time, that

at Enfield ; not, in Sir Cri/p’s opinion, @pon 
fuificient evidence, but by the force of pre- 
judices that had been raifed in favour of a 
ftory wholly improbable in itfelf, by repre- 
fentations of Canring’s fuppofed diftrefs in 
news papers, and hand bills ; he thought him-

As the firft view. was now anfwered, and 
Sufficient evidence procur’d of the conyiat’s 
ingocence, the only queftion is, Whether Sir 
Crifp should have. ftopped here, or proceeded. 
To proceed he had many motives, theaccufer

the Gypfy was at Abbotfeury, and. received 
certificates of the faét trom more than fixty 
perfons ; thefe certificates were tran{mitted 
to Mr Fielding, as Sir Grifp has been credi- 
bly affured, which, however, ke thought fit 
to fupprefs, 

To other enquiries which had been made 
by the girls friends, and to the candour of 
Mr Cooper, of Salifoury, Six Crifp is indebted 
for the depofitions of ten other potent, that 
the Gypfy and her fon and daughter were ak 
Coomb, the 14th of Fanuary, duplicates of 
which were fent to Mr Miles, then Canning’s 
follicitor, 

Cannigg’s friends, however, Mill proteed 
the girl, and carried on the profecution a- 
gain the coyotrymen for perjury. 

But his majefty thought fit to refpite the 
execution of the convict for fix wecks, and 
refer the confideration of the evidence on 
both fides to his attorney and folicitor general, 

While this reference was depending, Can- 
ning’s agents obtained warrants againft the 
couptrymen upon fufpicion of perjury, and 
her attorney, with three other perfons, atmr 
ed io a very extraordinary manner, went dowm 
to Abbot{fbury to take them, and having 
brought up one of them, confined him three 
days- in the attorney’s houfe, and then tock 
bail for his.appearance at the.feffions. ». But 
if Canning had not been profeouted, no. pror 
fecution had been commenced. againft thels 


men ; and if. Sir Cri/p had not been acquaint> 


ed 
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ed with the warrants to apprehend them, 
they would have appeared voiuntariy. 

However, the end was anfwered, for crofs 
indi€tments being preferred again the dd- 
botsbury men, at the fame time that an indict- 
ment was preferred. againft Canning, both 
were rejected. 

Sir Crifp, however, preferred another in- 
dictment again Cannirg, at the enfuing fef- 
fions, upon yet farther evidence; and the at- 
torney and follicitor general hav.ng,inthemean 
time, repcrted, that the evidence preponderated 
onthe fide of the Gypfy, it was expected that 
Canning’s friends would have acquiefced ; but 
they ftill continued to advertife for evidence, 
and declared they had treth proofs of her iu- 
nocence continually coming in. 

Bills were again preferred, both againft 
Canning and the Abbotsbury men,and ail found 5 
but Canning’s friends, in a printed cafe, and in 
the news papers, expreffing a defire that the 
trials fhould not co‘se on before Sir Crif/p’s 
thayoralty expired, and Sir Cri/p himfelt being 
unwilling to incur more obloquy, it was mu- 
tually agreed in writing, that the bills fhould 
be removed into the King’s-Bench ; this a- 
greement, however, for reafors not mentions 
ed, was fet afide. 

All the countrymen, however, as well he 
that had been taken bythe warrant as the 
other two, ftaid in town to wait the event; 
and upon the firft notice that the indictments 
would not be removed, putin bai]. But ro- 
tice being fent to Canning’s friends, fhe was 
fecreted, and no warrant to apprehend her 
could be executed. 

Canning’s friends, who, for the reafons be- 
forementioned, had indiéted the countrymen, 
had yet no mind they fhould be tried; and, 
as the only poffible means to prevent it, 
caufed the court of King’s-Bench to be moved 
on the Jaft day of Trinity Term, for certio- 
raties to remove their indi€tments. But 
as Canning had not appeared to the indict- 
ment againft her, and this meafuré feemed 
calculated to opprefs and delay, the court 
would not grant a certiorari; but the lord 
chief juftice was not then prefent. 

Another feffions came on, the countrymen 
prepare for their tryal, Canning ftill abfconds, 
and her frien’s being equally interefted to 
conceal their innocence and her guilt, wait 
till the day of trial, and then, inftead of fup- 
porting their charge, produce cettioraries un- 
der the authcrity of that very court which 
had refufed to grant them. 

The court demanded of the perfon who 
brought the writs, how he came by them ; 
he faid, he had them of one Miles, a diftiller, 
but knew nothing further. This account be- 
ing unfatisfactory, the court proceeded to the 
trial, and the profecutor not appearing, af- 
ter having been fent for by the court, the de- 
fendants were acquitted, without examining 
one of their 50 witnefies, who had attended 
at agreat expence; and the court then dircét- 
ing an-eaquiry how the certioraries had been 
obtained ; it appeared, that though the court 
of King’s-Eench had refufed to giant them,

A Prior determination of the court, prepar’d the 


writ, and applied'to the lord chief iuftice to 
fign the fiat, as matter of cou:fe, and his 
loidfhip, wha hdd received no information 
that the court had refufed thefe writs, figned 
it accordingly ; upon which. his hand was.ob- 
tained the fame d-y, and by the fame means, 
to the two other fiats; for if they had been 
prefented together, the number might’ have 
raifed fufpition ; and, though his lordfhip is 
dead, it can be abundantly proved that he de- 
clared many times he would not have figned 
thefe fiats if he had known what. purpofe 
they were to ferve. 

Thefe writs indeed did not at Iaft prevent

friends of Canaing from the neceffity of pro- 
ducing her as a witnefs, and fubjefting her 
to a crofs examination. 

The indi€tment againft her was ftill de- 
pending, and fhe was ftill fecreted titl every 
meafure was taken to outlaw her, even to the 
exigent and proclamation, which was made at 
her parifh church; and then fhe appeared, 
pleaded to the indictment, and gave bail. 

Sir Cri/p now firft began to aét with re- 
ferve, as Canning’s agents ftill advertifed for 
evidence, and had never communicated to 
him any part of their teftimonies or intentions. 

He was now determined yet more fully to 
prove the alibi of the Gypfy, and Mr Wi/vis, 
of Dorchefter, happening to be in London, took 
George Squires with him when-he returned in- 
to the country, to afcertain the places at 
which he and his mother ani fitter had quar- 
tered, between Abdctsbury and London, and 
their laft three ftages before they came to 
Abbotsbury, For fuch was the ignorance of 
thefe people, that they knew the names. of 
but two or three; tho’ Sguires’s readinefs to 


F go with Mr Wiilis was a {ufficient proof of 


his fincerity, and his expedition furnithed Sir 
Crifp with ten times more evidence than he 
wanted: He was now able to prove the whole 
rout from Scuth Perrot to Enfield, and forty 
witneffes from South Perrot, Wynyard’s Gap, 
Lytton, Absctsbury, Porterfoam, Ridgway, 
Dorchefter, Chettle, Martiz, Coombe, Salif- 
bury, Bafincfioke, Brentford, Page-Green, and 
Enfield, were feparately examined at the trial, 
the old woman, her fon, and daughter, being 
prefent, and referred to during the whole 
trial; and thefe witneffes gave their evidence 
with that clearnefs, certainty, and confift- 
ency, and with fuch circumftances to afcer- 
tain the time, as amounted almoft to demon- 
ftration ; and fure it is frange that fo many 


Hi perfons, fiom fo many different places, moft 


of them flrangers to each other, totally dif- 
interefted, and all of good repute, thould be 
either willing or able to concur in ‘the fup- 

port of a falthocd by perjury. 
But notwithfanding this evidence, and the 
tefti+ 
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teftimonies to confirm it, which were known 
to be in the poffeffion of Canning’s friends, 
they produeed feveral perfons who pofitively 
contradicted it, and {wore that the Gypfy 
was at Enfield. 

Some of thefe pretended to remember time 
by written evidence, though they produced 
none; and, in one inftance, the written evi- 
dence being faid to bé in the hands of Mr 
Smithram aman of character at Enfield, Sir 
Crifp ordered it to be fent for; and when it 
was produced, it was found to prove the very 
contrary of what the witnefs had attefted. 
She fwore the faw the Gypfy at Enfield on 
the 18th of ‘fan. and the written evidence to 
which fhe referred, proved it to be the 25th, 
Some pretended to have feen her curforily, o- 


thers at great diftances, and others who were, 


very pofitive and particular as to time, knew 
not whether Chrifimas was in Sune or De- 
cember. 

Sir Cri/p then remarks the difference be- 
tween Cannirg’s examination before alderman 
Chitty, and her evidence at the Gypfy’s trial, 
for which the reader is referred to the trial, 
and obferves, that whea fhe was placed in 
the kitchen, in full view of the room in 
which fhe afterwards faid fhe had been con- 
fined, the door into it being open, fhe ap- 
peared wholly unconcerned; and tho’ fhe re-

i the treaty of Utrecht, which was 

confirm’d by that of Aix la Chapelle, 
the Indians called the Six Nations, were 
acknowledged by France to be fubject 
to Great Britain, and it is ftipulated 
that neither thefe, nor any other Jnai- 
ans, who were friends to the Engiih, 
fhould be molefted by the French, put 
that the fubjeéts of both crowns fhould 
enjoy free liberty of going and coming 
to the colonies of either, for the pro- 
motion of trade as a common benefit. 

In the year 1742, the fix nations en- 
tered into treaty with feveral other na- 
tions which had been conquered by 
them, were then in their alliance, and 
traded with the Engii/>: The warriors 
of thefe nations amounted at leaft to 
17,000, and with thofe of the fix na- 
tions were able to burnall the J/ndians in 
Canada. 

Since this time therefore, the French 
have been indefatigable in their attempts 


D to draw off the fix nations, and their

allies, from the Engi intereft to their 
own ; and alfo to engage the tribes 
which inhabit the vaft countries that lie 
along the great Jakes and rivers to 
the Weft of the Apalachian mountains, 
which are more than double the num- 
ber of the fix nations and their allies, in 
a defign to exclude the Eng/ifh from all 
trade and commerce with them. 

In order to accomplifh this proje&, 
they have entered the country of thefe 
Indians, upon the back of his majefty’s 
fouthern colonies, and within the li- 
mits of his territories, with large bo-

To fluence 
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fluence and dominion over the Jndians 
behind ithe Apa/achian mountains, they 
will, in a few years, have a molt formi- 
dable army of /ndians attheir command, 
who, inftead of being maintained at 
their expence, will greatly enrich them, 
by: carrying on with them an exclufive 
fur trade ;:his majefty’s fouthern colo- 
nies: will be: continually harrafled by 
thefe Jndtans, at the dire&tion of the 
French, who will fupport them from 
Canada on one fide, and Mififippi on 
the other ; and their rerreat behind the 
mountains will be fecured by a ftrong 
line of forts, which command the na- 
vigation of ‘al! the lakes and rivers. If 
the French, at the fame time, can alfo 
accomplifh their defign againft theEaftern

ty, and our enemies muft remain fole 
matters of the continent.

A three and thirty foldiers were in garrk

leave to march out with all that the fort 
contained.

Extra of anew Method of opening the 
Cornea, in order to extrad? the cnryf- 
talline Humour for the Cure of a Ca- 
taraét ; dy Mr Samuel Sharp, Surgeox 
to Guy’s Ho/pital, and F.R.S. 


<9 HE operation of difcharging the 
chriftailine humour from the eye, 
for the cure of that fpecies of, blindnefs 
called a cataract, was a few years fince 
invented by M. Daviel, who has per- 
formed it en great numbers of patients, 
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and continues ftill.to practife it with 
remarkable ficcefs, as. I. have . lately 
Jearned from the unqueftionable autho- 
rity. of M. Morand, perpetual. fecretary, 
of the Royal Academy of Surgery at 
Paris. 1 here propofe a new method of 
making the. incifion of the cornea, .b 
which I flatter myfelf the operation wil 
be very much fhorten’d, and the patient 
fuffer lefs.pain, and every. {kilful, operas 
tor will be equal to the andertaking, 
Place the patient in the fame fituation 
as for couching, either opening the 
eyelids with your. fore-finger . an 
thumb, or letting an affiftant raife the 
upper eyelid, whilf you yourfelf keep 
down the under-one. Then with a 
{mall knife, of the figure annexed, 





holding the edge downwards, makea 
punéture through the cornea, near its 
circumference, into the anterior cham- 
ber of the eye, in fuch a direétion as to 
carry it horizontally, and oppofite to 
the tranfverfe diameter of the pupil ; 
after which you are to pafs it towards 
the nofe, through the cornea, from 
within outwards, as near to.the circum- 
ference as in the firit punétare. 

When you have made the fecond 
puncture, pufh the extremity of the 
blade one feventh of an inch beyond 
the furface of the cornea, and immedi- 
ately cut the cornea downwards, draw- 
ing the knife towards you, as you make 
the incifion. After this you prefs gently 
with your thumb againft the inferior 
part of the globe of the eye, in order 
to expel the cataract, and the opera- 
tion finifhes, according to the different 
circumitances. 

One extraordinary benefit feems to 
arife from the ufe of this fingle initru- 
ment, and perhaps from the fhape of 
its blade, which increafes in breadth 
all the way towards the handle ; for 
by this means the punétures- are fo ex- 
actly filled up. by the blade, that very 
little of the aqueous humour is ditf- 
charged before you begin to make the 
incifion, and conlequently during this 


time the cornea preferves its convexity; 
whereas by ufing one inftrament to 
puncture, and others. to dilate, the cor- 
nea immediately becomes flaccid, upon 
the iffue of the aqueous, humour, and 
renders the operation tedious and em- 
barrafling, as I myfelf have found by 
experience in one patient,.on whom I 
performed the incifion of the cornea 
with a pair of (ciflars, as recommended 
by M. Daviel. 3 
S. SHARP. 


Extra& of M. Dunamec’s Obfervations 
on Bees, read at the Royal Academy of 
Sciences at Paris, April 24, 1754. 


HE fuccefs of thofe who under- 
take the management of bees, 
depends upon the very fame_principles 
which form the beft adminiltration of 
government among men, ViZ. 

1. ‘To take all poflibie. care_of the 
lives in being, and ro increafe their 
number. 

2. To encourage activity, and, in- 
duitry. , 

3. To beware that tog great a defire 
of gain be not. productive, of fearcity 
in the-end ; or perhaps, of, anu:epide- 
mical mortality. 

The, inierelt of, the proprietor, .

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well as natural: juftice, fhould teach 
him ‘to be very vigilant as to the bees 
f{ubfiftence ; whether by removing them 
into. fertile pafturage, or by allowing 
them, on certain occafions, the whole 
froit of theirlJabour, and even furnith- 
ing auxiliary fupplies after a bad feafon. 

The bees are to be left to themfelves 
during the whole time of their col- 
le@ting honey in the {pring, till towards 
their {warming,which is generally from 
the 1oth of May to the end of Fane, 
during which feafon all poffible atren- 
tion fhould be employ'd to hive the fe- 
veral fwarms. Strong fwarms make 
good hives, «nd the weaker ones ferve 
to ftrengthen weak hives.

Some bees are fo very aftive, as to 
have been found, on tryal, to have in- 
creas’d the weight of the hive full fix 
pounds in twenty four hours. Others

their ‘honey and wax, it will b® more 
expedient to compel them to change 
their hive, and deave their ftore behind 
them, fram whence the inafter having 
taken away the honey, is for the en- 
couragement.of further propagation, to 
return them fuch combs as contain any 
young brood, which will be in fome 
meafure a confolation for their lofs, and 
the. new hive will foon be occupied by 
a freth fupp!y of able labourers, to co- 
operate with the old ones, in repairing 
the great damage which they {uftained. 

This is alfo the proper time for for- 
tifying the weaker colonies with fmall 
{warms ; and the plains being now 
ftripp'd of their flowers, it will be pro 

er to plant the hives along the out 
Fides and edges of woods and cop- 
pices, where there are always flowers 
{ufficient for a fecond ftore. If the fea- 
fon proves favourable, the hives will 
be replenifh’d at the end of five or fix 
weeks, in which cafe the honey may 
be gather’d in a fecond time, and the 
bees be conftrained to change their 
lodging as before; taking great care to 
preierve the young brood, and to re- 
move the hives into a country where 
good quantities of buck-wheat has been 
flown. (See Vol. xvini. p. 553.) 

If but little rain or wind happens, 
with good plenty of flowers, the hives 
will be full before the end of Septemder, 
and fometimes they may be'changed a 
third time, or at leaft the combs may 
be pared fix inches. 

It'will be more. prudent, however, 
to-give up this profit, than to run the 
rifque of depriving your bees of: a fuf- 
ficient dtockvof winter provifions; on 
theother hand, good a@conomitls viiit 


ther than for a bare fubfiftence from 
day to day. 

hen the hives are very full, it.may 
bé prefum’d that the inattivity of the 
bees arifes- merely from their plenty of 
provifions; and the beft way of ferwm 
them to work afrefh is. to decreale 


D their flock by paring off a good deal 


of the combs. if they continue idle 
after this, you may be affured, it is:for 
want of mothers ; and the only way to 
bring them to work is, to furnifh them 
with one, which may be done in the

if you have no {mail fwarms, give them 
a mother from another hive which is 
able to. fpare one. If a hive has {mall 
{warms which you would unite with 
others, you muft intoxicate the old 
bees with {moke, and let them drop

ther, which will fometimes fetch 204. 
of. thofe who need them; an addition- 
al gain to the proprietor, and a fure 
means of reviving induftry in the pur- 
chafer’s hive, at a moderate expence. 


> Some Account of the new Regulations with 
re[pett to Wheel Carriages, which are 
to take place on the 29th of Septem- 
ber 1754. 


"THE inconveniences which the le- 

giflature intended thefe regulations 
to remedy, arife from the great. num- 
ber and weight of wheel carriages, and 
the thinnefs of the wheels,,. which 
were found to render al] precediyg laws 
for amending ‘the roads ineffectual; 
fome having already become almoft 
im- 
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impaflable, and all growing every day 
worfe, notwithftanding the perpetual 
expence of levelling and repairs. The 
number of thefe carriages it was im- 
poffible to reduce, and to leffen the 
weight would neceflarily obftruét and 
injure the domeftic commerce of the 
kingdom ; the only alternative, there- 
fore, was to encreafe the breadth of the 
wheels; and accordingly it is enacted, 
that after next Wichae/mas, no wheel car- 
riage of burthen (except it be drawn by 
oxen only, or if by honfes. with lefs than 
five, if a four wheel carriage ; and if 
a two wheel carriage, with lefs than 
four) fhall travel any turnpike road, 
unlefs the fellies of the wheels fhall be 
nine inches from fide to fide, uncer 
the penalty of 5/. or the forfeiture of one 
of the horfes, with all his accoutre- 
ments, to the fole ufe of the perfon 
who fhal? feize him. But any carriage 
having wheels nine inches broad, and 
being loaden with one piece of timber, 
or one block of ftone, may be drawn 
by any number of horfes. Four wheel 
carriages not fo loaden may be drawn 
by eight, and two wheel carriages by 
five horfes, without being liable to be 
weighed at any engine, or fubjeét to 
any penalties in former acts for exceed- 
ing in number of horfes, or weight of 
Joading. For the more eafy: and ef- 
fe&ual execution of this claufe it is al- 
fo direéted, by the aét, 

1. That the perfon who feizes the 
horfe, fuppofed to be forfeired, fhall 
deliver it to the conftable, or other pa- 
rifh officer, who, upon proof of the of- 
fence, by oath before a juftice of peace 
within 3 days, fhail deliver it back to 
the diftrainer upon being ,paid iuch 
charges for keeping it as the juftice fhall 
direét ; and for want of iuch proof 
fhall return it to the owner, he alfo 
paying fuch charges.

To give our readers a more clear and 
diftinét notion of a waggon with fuch 
a team, and fuch wheels as this act has 
directed, we have exhibited two re- 
prefentations of it in the copper plate, 
at Fig. 1. and Fig. 2. 


Upon this aét we have received the 
following remarks, and propofals for 
farther improvements. 


Mr Ursan, 

Ltho” the regulations direéted by 

the late aét of parliament, with 
refpect to wheel carriages, will undoubt- 
edly prevent the ruts from being cut fo 
deep, and confequently keep the roads 
in better condition, yet they will be at- 
tended with many inconveniencies 
which muft in a great degree obitruct 
the principal purpoie which roads 
were intended to anfwer ; namely, the 
conveyance of various commodities 
from one part of the kingdom to another ; 
for the commodious migration of gen- 
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old towns in this kingdom, thefe carri- 
ages will not be able to turn; drags 
therefore muft be procured to unload 
them at the town’s end, which mutt ne- 
ceffarily create much delay, trouble, and 
expence. ; 

Some parifhes are full of hard rocks 
and hollow-ways, fteep hills and dales, 
having little brooks at the bottom, with 
running fand, fludge, and dirt, for ma- 
ny yards on each fide ; in fuch ways as 
thefe a carriage with g inch wheels, will 
fcarce get forward, tho’ with but alight 
weight, and drawn by 8 horfes. 

In hard frofts, with fnow, the breadth 
of the wheel will make it gather, fo as 
that the fpace between the {pokes will 
be filled to a monftrous thicknefs, and 
become an infuperable impediment to 
the journey. 

. Indry weather, when the ground is 
too hard to admit the loofe ftones on the 
furface to fink into it, under the wheel, 
every fuch ftone, of a moderate fize, 
that jies near the middle of the wheel, 
will caufe it to drag without going round, 
for the breadth cf the wheel will pre- 
vent its flipping to either fide, and it

inconfiderable article in the publick uti- 
lity of roads. 

I imagine that it will not be eafy to 
procure proper timber in fufficient quan- 
tities to furnifh all our carriages of bur- 
den with wheels g inches broad, of 
which there will be a quick and perpetu- 
al confumption all over the kingdom. 

The great expence of procuring fuch 
wheels will be a drawback upon the 
profit arifing by the carriage of goods, 
fo confiderable, as either, by raifing the 
price of the carriage, to raife the price 
of the commodity to an oppreflive 
height, or elfe render it fo fcarce as 
greatly to diftrefs the remote counties, 
by forcing the carriers into fome other 
bufinefs : In either cafe, as the confump- 
tion of the commodity will be lefs,trace 
mult proportionably fuffer. 

As the waggons of farmers are inclu- 
ded in this act, with thofe that travel for 
hire, this expence will fall very heavy 
upon them, as they have no means el- 
ther to obtain an equivalent, or to do 
their bufinefs without fuch carriages. 
Befides, as thefe wheels will coft more, 
they will wear fafter ; for, in uneven 
places, and on the fides of hills, the 
weight of the load will refit chiefly on 
the outward edge of the lower wheels, 
which mult therefore foon become weak 
in the joints, and unfit for ufe.

“Since my laft I can give you a piece of 
news, which is authentic: We have had an- 
other fmart engagement in thefe parts, and 
have put the French fo intire'y to the rout, 
that I fhould think they will nor be able 
to face us again ; our forces were inferior 
much to theirs, gooo Europeans and Indians, 
and on their fide 2t000. The want of pro- 
vifions, and extreme hard fervice ia our army, 
induced them toe attack the French in their 
trenches, and they have obtained a compleat 
victory, taken all their artillery, confifting of 
11 pieces of cannon, feveral mortars, &c. all 
their b2ggage, four or five hundred European 
prifoners, with the office-s of the day, the 
general being gone to make a vifit to the 
neighbouring Nabob. In the bazar or mar- 
ket, was great pleniy of all manner of re- 
frefhments, w'sich was of the greateft conie- 

quence. The number of killed and wounded 
on our fide was inconfiderable ; as to theirs, 
Icannot give any account, the letter I receiv’d 
from one of the officers, being wrote in fo 
great a burry, that he does nor mention any 
ether particulars, but the French themi{e! ves 
were fo fecure of victory, that they had potted 
a party of borfe to oppofe our retreat ; anda 
report was fpread, that they were ordered to 
give no Guarter.””

Birt, —— Thefe letters, which are faid to 
have been written between 20 and 30 yeais 
ago, the attentive reader may perhaps fufpect 
to be of jater date, tho” there is a preface by 
an editor, whom it is by no means for the 
credit of the work to fuppofe the fame with 
the letter writer ; neither is the firft letter e- 
qual to the reft. They contain an ac- 
count of many cuftoms with which the inha- 
bitants of Scuth Britain are as little acquainted 
as with thofe of the wild barbarians in the 
heart of Africa; befides, a topographical de- 
{cription ot the country, and particularly of 
the military ways amongthe mountains,which 
were begunin the year 1726, many little 
incidents are interwoven, which enable the 
mind to accompany the traveller, and affitt 
the imagination. to realile the profpeéts which 
he defcribes : The ftiie is colloquial, but with- 
out affectation, and the book can fcarce fall 
into the hands of any to whom it. will not at 
jJeaft affeid entertainment ; for thofe who have 
read the )Journey thro’ Scotland, which was 
publifhed about the ycar 1723, will fcarce find 
any part of the work anticipated.———As a 
fpecimen, an extra¢t from the 2d letter is ad- 











ded, containing the author's account of the 
firft day which he {pent at’ Zdinburgs.——— 
«© When I firft came into the high-ftreet of 
that city, I thought I had not feen any thing 


of the kind more magn‘ficent ; the extreme: 


height of the houfes, which are, for the moft 
part, built with ftone, and weil fafhed; the 
breadth and length of the ftreet, and (it be~ 
ing dry weather) a cleannefe made by the high 
winds: I was extremely pleafed to find every 
thing look fo unlike the deicription of that 
town, which had been given me by fome of my 
countrymen.—Being a ftranger, I was invited 
to fup atatavern. The cook was too filthy 
an object to be defcribed, only another En- 
glife gentleman whilpered me and faid, he be- 
lieved, if the fellow was to be thrown againtt 
the wall, he would ftick. Twifting round 
and round his hand a greafy towel, he ftood 
waiting to know what we would have for fup 
per, and mentioned feveral things himfe!f ; a- 
mong the reft aduke, a fool, or a meer-fool. 
This was near according to his pronuncia‘ion; 
but he meant a duck, a fowl, or a moor- 
fowl, or groult.—We fupped very plentifully, 
and drank good French ciaret, and were very 
merry till the clock ftruck ten, the hour 
when every-body is at liberty, by beat of the 
city drum, to throw their filth out at the 
windows. Then the company began to light 
pieces of paper, and throw them upon the 





table to fmoke the room, and, as I thought,” 
to mix one bad fmell with another.—Being« 


in my retreat to pafs through a long narrow 
winde or alley, to gu to my new lodgings, 1a 
guide was affign’d me, whe went before me 
to prevent my dilgrace, crying out all the 
way, with a loud voice, Hud your baunde.The 
throwing up of a fafh, or otherwife opening 
of a window, made me tremble, while behitd 
and before me, at fome little diftance, fell the 
terrible fhower.— Well, I efcaped al] the dan- 
ger, and arrived, not only fafe and found, but 
{weet and clean, at my new quarters; but 
when I was in bed I was forced to hide my 
head between the fheets; for the fmeli of the 
filth, thrown out by the neighbours on the 
back. fide of the houfe, came pouring into the 
room to fuch a degree, I was almoft poifoned 
with the ftench,””

tice which nature recoils at, which reafon oppo~

15. Two epifties on happinefs, to a young 
lady. Knapton.—The purpofe of this au- 
thor, as he himielf expreiles it, isto thew that 
Health and peace give happiness, which is the 
reward of temperance and virtue, But greater 
accuracy of expreiiion,and more difcriminating 
knowledge, might furely be expegted in a 
writer of ethic epiftles, which muft neceflarily 
have been precluded by thofe of Mr Pope, if 
he had not tuppofed himfelf able to improve 
them,—He fhould have known that tempe- 
rance is included in wirtue as freciesin a ge- 
nus,. or parts ina whole; if by the general 
term virtue he means innocence, it is true that 
negative virtue will produce negative bappi- 
nefs, and that to be peaceful it is fufficient 
not to be guilty ; butit by wirtwe he means an 
exertion of benevolence, then peace is by no 
means an adequate reward, nor will neceflarily 
produce any thing that is.—The late writers 
of moral philofophy in verfe, have indeed la- 
boured to prove that, with refpect to bappine/s 
and unbappinefs, externals are nothing ; but 
they muft always labour to little pyrpofe, 
not only becaufe this principle is contradicted 
by unive: fal experience, but becaule it deflroys 
itfelf. You afk in what does sappinefs con- 
fit, they aniwer in wirtue ; in what then does 
virtue confift ? in the communication of bappi- 
nefs to others; or, as it is commonly expref- 
fed, in doing good. But, if externals are not 
the means of bappine/s, it is impoffible that 
bappinefs fhould be communicated by one 
human being to another, for we have nothing 
but external/s to give: If man can confer 
bappinefs at all, and ishiméelf happy in pro- 
partion to the happinefs he beftows, thea 
wealth and power muft enable him to encreafe 
his own felicity, becaufe they will give him 
a more extenfive influence over that of others. 
Thus it appears, that if there is anyofuch 
thing as fecial virtue, it muftdepend upan éx- 
ternais, and if there is not; then ix is Me to 
talk of a man's being:more happy, in” pro- 
portion, as he iss more ‘kinds » Let all his 
thoughts, center in himé€it, the- narrow circle 
which cireunn{cribes his nfluence, and inftead 
of, feeding the. hungry, closthing the naked, 


apprenticcing the oorphag, and. pleading «thé 
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caufe of the widow, let him retreat to a tub” 
or an hermitage, and forget ‘that any human 


creature exifts befides himfelf.

abfurd, and that by blood letting thofe veflels 
are firft exhaufted which lie neareft the ori- 
fice ; confequentiy, that all drains, whether 
by bleeding, iffues, or featons, fhou!d be made 
as near the part «ffected as poffible. ~The oc- 
cafion of this work is, the docter’s having bee 
cenfured for his unfuccefstul treatment of an 
apoplettic patient, whom he attempted to re- 
cover by bleeding in the fuperior fyftem of 
blood vetizls, in order to exhauit and break 
the impetus of the circulation from the vellele 
of the encephalon ; and by injecting ftimula- 
ting cathartic clyflers, and applying vificatoe 
ries and finapifms to the inferior extremities 
in. order to invite the blood in larger quantities 
& determine its impetus on the semoter parts,
